The habeas corpus in the case of Mr, 
Geo: W. Swepson for killing Mr. A. G. 
Moore was tried before Judge Settle in 
the court house on yesterday. The 
printed evidence for both State and de- 
fence was read by the respective counsel 
and then Dr. Pleasant A. Holt was put 
on the stand for the defence. 

: The witness said: I live in Lake City, 
Florida. I have known A. G. Moore 
very well since 1849. I have known G. 
W. Swepson very well since 1843. 1 was 
here in December, 1874. I saw A. G. 
Moore then. I first saw him Monda 
morning. 14th December, 1874, at 7:30 in 
the morning. I was in Mr. Swepson’s 
carriage, going from Mr_ Swepson’s 
house near Haw River and passing by 
the store of Holt & Moore near the bridge 
or depot at Haw River, and Mr: Moore 
was coming from his office in the direc- 
tion of the factory and came into the road 
“exty or seventy yards in front of the 
carriage. He step in the middle of 
the road and I could hear him talking in 
a very loud voice. I heard Mr. Moore’s 
voice, but the earth was frozen and the 
carriage was making such noise that I 
couldn’t distinguish what was said. He 
was also gesticulating in a very excited 
manner, When the carriage passed near, 
Within ten yards of where he was stand- 
ing, I directed the driver to stop, and I 
got out of the carriage and approached 
and spoke to Mr: Moore. He had a pis- 
tolin his hand, a pistol cocked in his 
band: T asked him what the matter was, 
why he wasso excited. Heinformed me 
I had come nearer being killed than 
probably I had ever in my life. That 
he thought I was Mr. Swepson, and had 
1 been Mr. Swepson he intended killing 
him thenand there. That he had not 
been able to distinguish me clearly as I 
approached from the fact that I sat be- 
hind the driver in the carriage, but rec- 
ognizing the horses and driver as Mr. 
Swepson’s he had raised his pistol at one 
time to fire at me, supposjng I was Mr. 
Swepson. That Swepson was a 
scoundrel, thief and coward, and that 
they couldn’t live in the same world to- 
gether: That him, he had often 
tried to get uchance at him, but he was 
too acoward to resent an insult, but 
that he would get a chance and would 
ect him vet’ That he was determined to 
kill Swepson. I endeavored to pacify 
him, but with little suecess. Several 
parties came up about that time, where- 
upor Mr. Moore, aftercursing the colored 
man who was driving Swepson’s carriage, 
informed me he was going to Greensboro,

He took some papers 
from his pocket but was unable to find it. 
He said he would show me a copy when 
we reached Greensboro, That the card 
contained some allusions to his sister and 
he could not and would not tolerate it 
from any one.

That he hal 
the proofs. I suggested my doubts that 
Mr. Swepson was connected with any- 
thing of the sort and said I believed he 
would not do anything of the kind.

SWEPSON AND MOORE TOGETH ER—'* DOLYH 
I DON'T WANT TO HURT YOU.” 


It was some time after I met Mr. 
Swepson before I went to the hotel at 
the McAdoo House. I there saw Col. 
Fuller's name on the register and en- 
quired for his room. Col. Fuller re- 
quested me to use his room. When Col- 
Fuller and myself were about starting 
from the reom to dinner Mr. Swepson 
came into the room on his way to dinner. 
Just afterwards, while exchanging salu- 
tutions, about two or three minutes, a 
man hastily opened tne door and rushed 
into the room: His face was bleeding 
and he was very much excited: He en- 
quired of Col. Fuller for some water and 
n towel. His name was Green, though I 
didn't know it at the time. He ap- 
proached the wash-stand and began to 
wash his face. The dvor was immedi- 
ately burst open and Mr. Moore came 
rushing in the room with a pistol in one 
hand and a large bowie-knife in the 
other. Green attempted to retreat and 
get out of the room, holding a chair be- 
tween him and Mr. Moore’ Moore pre- 
sented his pistol and I saw he was going 
to fire at Green. J knocked up his arm 
and the ball passed just over Green’s head 
into the wall. Green then retreated 
from the room: He was trying to get out 
all thetime. Mr. Moore then attempted 
toassault Mr. Swepson, whereupon Col. 
Fuller seized him by one arm and I by 
the other. J suppose we had to hold him 
fifteen or twenty minutes—the whole 
house full of people, and town of officers 
—before any one came to our relief. Jt 
seemed tome an hour. He was cursing 
and abusing Mr: Swepson and swearing 
he intended to kill him, and alternated 
by cursing and abusing Col. Fuller and 
myself for not letting him kill Mr. Swep- 
Mr. Moore, being a very poweriul 
and athletic man caine very near getting 
loose from us two or three times. On 
that oceasion he cursed and abused 3/r. 
Swepson worse than J ever heard man 
abused, and during the abuse Mr. Swep- 
son remarked to him: ‘Dolph, J don’t 
want to hurt you, except in the detence 
ot my own life or that of Col. Fuller.” 
Swepson bad a pistol in his hand at the 
time. After he found he couldn't get 
away from us he then attempted to inflict 
some personal injury on Col. Fuller 
We had great difficulty in preventing his 
doing it until an officer came in and as- 
sisted in disarming him: Col. Fuller and 
Mr Swepson then went into the room of 
Mr. Swepson, an adjoining room, leaving 
Mr: Moore, the officers and myself in Col. 
Fuller’s room. While / was washing mv 
hands—J yot cut with Mr. Moore’s 
bawie-knite—Mr. Moore, after a little 
conversation, walked out of the room 
with theofficer. About the time J got 
my hand tied up J heard Mr. Moore's 
voice in Mr- Swepson’s room cursing, 
Fearing another difficulty J immediately 
went in the passage when J found Mr, 
Moore was in Mr. Swepson’s room. J

It would 
surprise a stranger to find the large 
pumber of the vessels of Northern 
Europe coming to Wilmington for 
cargoes. An American square rig- 
ged vessel is a rarity. British sbips 
are more frequent, but the vast m»)- 
ority are Norwegian and German, 
descendants of the old Northmen 
who io these latter days have reviv- 
ed the propensities of their ancestors 
to rove over the seas, not as of old 
as pirates or marauders, but as 
peaceful pursuers of gainful cum- 
merce. Occasionally a Russian flag 
is displayed, the first gleam of a com- 
ing aurora. 

The object of the visitor was to 
ascertain the productions to be had 
at Wilmington acd the accessibility 


of the harbor. As to the first, he finds 


cotton, the principal ol ject of his 
search, in the quantities he desires, 
and with the aid of the compress 
which he much rdmires, in the con- 
dition for shipping; and in regard 
to the second, he thinks the works 
now going on wi!l make Wilming- 
ton a favorite port for the rendezvous 
of Russian mercbantmen, it being 
the purpose of Russian importers to 
load at Southers instead of North- 
ern ports, at which last, in addition 
to charges they avoid at the South, 
they meet with delays from cold 
and ice.
